Our spiritual director, Father Aleysius, began the meeting with 
the prayer to the Holy Ghost, followed by the recitation of the Resary, 
Litany ef the slessed Mother, and prayers for the Guild members, both 
living and dead.

Follewing this, the minutes of the Tues. night meeting were read, 

The treasurer gave her report on the April LOth meeting, showing 
the secret bag collection te be $4.50, giving a sum ef $69.30; and an 
expenditure of $2.85 for Mass eards, leaving a balance of $66.45. 

Father Aleysius then wished that the minutes ef the meeting ef 
April 10th be read, and after the reading they were appreved as read. 

Our president, Mrs. Roth, then had each new member introduced te 
the Guild, and Father Aleysius personally weleemed each one. 

The four aims of our guild were then read as a review for the eld 
members, and te acquaint the new members with them, Alse, eur requis- 
ites as members were repested, namely: a great desire for persenal 
sanctification, and daily Mass and Hely Communion whenever pessible. 

Next, a question regarding Spiritual souquets was presented and 
Father answered by saying: There may be as many Souls and/er inten~ 
tions included in a spiritual bouquet ss one may desire «~~ the more 
the better ~~~ but alse remember this may enly be possible as leng as 
we are very fervent and don't loose our ferver by spending all our 
time in mentioning these souls and/er intentions. 


Father Aleysius then began his spiritual talk:

Our aim is to know, serve, 
and leve Ged in everyone and everything. 

Feint 2. Therefore, we shoud love Ged in everyone. 

Peint 3. And leve Ged in everything. 


do Love Ged directly. He to be our center for ever and ever in 
heaven. The saints in heaven have the mst wonderful sight of God ~--+- 


‘the Waele of heaven like a great theater ~-most magnificent, immenge, 


holy theater ~--all facing God: Leoking at Ged without deviating our 
thoughts from Ged} There is ne time in heaven ~- for it is for all 
eternity. It is the "present" time always in Aeaven. Ged immense in 


all His perfection. We are limited in eur appreciation of God and His 
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magnificence, Like an ocean immense and lost in its vastness. Well 
see God in a way most ravashing, most thrilling -~ always new myster- 
ies we Will be seeing in Gods The eyes of our minds will see God face 
to face in the light of His glory.....Sseeing God with never a repitition 
always something new! iternity draws nexrer and nearer.

It is Wise to prepare ourselves. We must make a point to love 
God wholeheartedly in our whacle life + hourly.

We will be tegether with 
Him += the Higa, Eternal High, Friest. We are all as priests in this 
Way.....-aS Sts. Paul says, "We all share in the Friesthoed of Christ”. 
Trae ordained priest, the ene for waom the Mass is offered, all those 
present, those of the Communion of Saints, those spiritually present, 
these attending......Smare in tae Mystery,.oeday and night....the 
Mystery ef Calvarys.sthe Mystery of the Mass.

As a housewife, a 
stenegrapher, or by any other name, our duties are secondary.....Ged's 
Will sheuld be first. <All eomm@nplace duties will be aderned with 
jewels of patience, and ef doing God's Will.

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gave us good example. aAveid evil and de all things in Ged's Will. If 
Ged wants us to be clumsy, Ged wants tkis fer our humility....tais dees 
not belong to us, but te Ged.

4. Regarding nen-cathkelies wae talk against the Caureha: tell them thaey are 
misinfermed, even theugkh they den’t think se. Their pride will be hurt. 

Trae mere their pride is hurt, that shews the more they are in the wreng. Tell 
them they are haurting yeu deeply by talking against such things; that 
yeu weuld like te keep their friendship; that yeu are Very leyal te yeur 
religien and te Ged; and teat there is ne compremise. “Please Cetinet, cen 
tinue in this manner, if yea weuld like te be nice te me." tell them. 
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Be Tae next questien dealt witk silently standing~by while semeene elsd 


talks abeut anethaer. Im deing this, dees ene share in the sin? Or is 
it best te say netking and aveid unnecessary arguments? 

Ans: Father advised ene te say this: "I de net like wWeat yeu say. Parden 
my frankness, but if I partake in yeur cenversatien, I wwld displease 
Ged. If I am te lese yeur friendship, I'm serry: my seulis mere im 
pertant --~ I have but ene sewl te save -~ my em." 


Father Aleysius then gave a shert spiritual talk, in Waich 
he alse treated the definitien ef venial sins: 

Sinee we are henering the Immaculate Heart ef Our #slessed Mether, we 
sheuld try te premete an immaculate censcience as much as eur husan frail- 
ity Will permit. ‘ie can distinguish between rigat and wreng, and we have 
a lifetime in waiech te try te keep this ecenscience witheut stain. Thais 
immaeulate gensciense censists in an implaceble will waleh rejects every 
thing weieh might be effensive te tae Vill ef Ged. & seul waieh haungers 
and thairsts fer perfect purity, will have perfect eleanliness. tie fee 
flewers waese petals clese with the slightest teuech ~~ we te with a deli- 
eate censcience whaich immediately becemes aware ef the sligatest danger. 
St. Themas ef Aquinas says, the sensitivity ef a seul is the sure sign ef 
great grace. When Our Lerd grants this grace te « seul, He is preparing 
im this seul a paradise fer Himself te wWaich He cemes with great eemplac- 
ency and jey te have His rest in that seul. 

Nething tainted er seiled te the least degree can enter inte heaven. 
We are here stepping en the mire ef this earth and we sheuld try te keep 
eur garments as spetless as we pessibly Gam as we walk threugrk this mire. 
The just seul falls seven times a day, tie peer sinners fall eften. With 
great humility, we sheuld net be disceuraged by eur faults. 

This immaculateness ef seul requires eur admissien ef eur sinfulnegss 
day by day. We must admit eur many faults, imperfectiens, nusereus frail- 
ities in eur daily examinatien ef eenscience. se net angry with eutselves 
but have great patience wi ta eurselves. fray that in spite ef eur renewed 
falls, we will find them less in quality and number. 

An imperfectien is anything aside frem a mertal sin and deliberate 
venial sin which stands in eppesitien te the Will ef Ged. We all eommitt 
eceuntless imperfeectiens every day -- every heur. A venial sin ef surprise 
is ene of a weak will. A deliberate veniai sin is ene ef & weak bad will. 
Venial sins ef surprise sre alse called half sins and are net serieus te 
eur perfectien snd can be used as a means te ebtain eur sanstificatien. 
These sins are a habitual means fer cenfessien fer fervant seuls. These 
sing ef surprise shew us whe and what we are and seew us hew far we must 
ge tewards perfectiens and they help us gain eur salvatien. 


Father alse said there fis se mueh abuse ef Divine Grace every day. We 
sheuld ask eur Blessed Mether and Our Divine lerd fer mest delicate con- 
seiences se we ean strive as perfectly as pessible te please Ged. Help ene 
anethaér by prayer and during Mer feasts this mentk, censele Her in Her 
serrews ~~ fer all the hurt te Her Divine Sen and in Mer ewa serrews --- fer 
tae sins ef mankind.

A partial indulgence of one hundred days which the members 
are able to gain as often ag they would perform some act of piety or 
charity in favor of the Claretian Vocations and the Missions en- 
trusted te the Congregation, which are the aims of the Pious Miss- 
ionary Union of the Blessed Virgin Mary.

The period within which we may gain 
the indulgences under the usual conditions, is within 15 days be- 
fore or after the appointed day or Feast.

Phe heart of a woman has no Limitations ~ as love lightens 
her burdens. We should all increase in the love of God. His love 
i8 all Pure. love Him because He is all good. As a child, love God 
more because He is Ow’ Father, than that He gives us our needs. 

There should be % degrees in our charity towards God; 
le Have great horrer for sin. Detest it and avoifi it. Sin is 
opposite to God. ft is of infinite maliciousness = as God is of 
infinite merey. <A soul with stain becomes an enemy of God. Ask Our 
lord for grace to realize what sin is! The queen of France, Blanca 
of Castile, once said to her son louis: “My son, I love you very 
much; but I prefer to see you dead rather than you have a mortal 
sin on your soul.” St. Francis of Assisi said that he wouldn't know 
how to act if he were exposed to sini We should likewise avoid all 
occasions of sin. 

Since all depends on our ability to think, we er always 
direct our minds to God. Thus, one can make all thoughts or dangers 
of sin most remote by meditating on Christ's Crucifixion, His 
Seouraging, and the Terments of the Carrying of His Cross. Keep your 
children's minds trained on Christ's Crucifixion at all times of 
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temptation so that danger of sining will be most remte by this 
practice. 


@e Have grave regret for past sins - great or small, many or few, 
ost. Aloysius committed only two veniel sins in his jife, and bécause 
of his immense sorrow, he fainted at the feet of his confessor. Gow 
gave him a most keen knowledge of the deep horrer of sin = even 
though slight. 

Make every day a new day of new efforts towards improvement 
in sanctity and holiness. In the Offertory of the Mass we have the 
prayer which reads: "In a humble spirit and a contrite heart may we 
be received by Thee, 0 lord.....-" We must be every moment with this 
attitude in the presence of the All Holy. It is a grace of God -- a 
great blessing -- to see and come to know our own weakness, God is 
Supreme Light. We come closer to the light ~ in the darkness of 
which we are = the closer we come to Ged. We see our ow tremendous 
imperfections as we grow closer to the perfections of God. 

In this second degree of charity towards God, we should also 
have sorrow and spiritual sadness for the sins committed by others, 
and desire that they committ these sins no longer. This is the 
purpose of our guild 


3. The conformity of our will to the Will of God. Im sickness and 
health, youth and old age, and everywhere -= we see the Will of God 
in all "things. When a group of children went to Rome to see Our Holy 
Father, he said to them: "We com by this sickness because of God's 
Will and we receive this sickness as the goodness of God's mercy so 
that we can offer our sickness in union with the great sufferings of 
Christ.” Our. Holy Father's illness is from Christ to offer his own 
sufferings with His. 

In time of trials, sickness, or friction in the home: be 
consoled when these grow, because our own souls also are growing in 
grace, Our souls ate made more able to cope with all our trials 
because of this. Se thankful to God for this and let us say, "Thy 
Will be gone on earth as it is in heaven,"

1. love of baenevolence;dilove of complacency;2and love of conformity 
with God. 


When there is complacency, we enjoy or are pleased with the 
good results of things. So therefore, with love of complacency, we 
are spiritually pleased with God for all He has done, will de, and 
does for use God is all pure. God is in uSeoee.we are His taber- 
nacles...eHis cathedrals. In eternity, God will take up most com- | 
pletely all our love, thoughts, everything! Nothing else will matter: 
We will all be lost in God;
